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HOW  ON  EARTH  could  a  Government 
that  took  a  country  into  an  illegal 
war  against  the  wishes  of  its  people  be 
re-elected  to  serve  another  five-year  term? 

How  could  politicians  that  have  presided  over  the 
dismantling  of  British  industry  and  the  off-shoring 
of  British  jobs  to  Eastern  Europe  and  the  Far  East 
be  returned  to  Westminster? 


How  could  a  political  party  that  has 
actively  encouraged  the  settlement 
of  economic  migrants  in  the  country 
with  all  the  strains  and  stresses 
this  puts  on  our  essential  services 


and  the  population  as  a  whole,  get 
another  mandate  to  continue  for 
more  of  the  same? 

The  answer  is  simple.  It  has 
happened  because  a  majority  of

Lloyds  TSB,  the  largest  unsecured 
lender  in  the  UK,  is  just  the  latest 
bank  to  announce  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  customers  facing 
repayment  difficulties  on  credit  cards 
and  personal  loans. 

The  average  family  now  owes 
£19,000  on  credit  cards  and  this 
spiralling  debt  crisis  in  Britain 
prompted  the  Government  to  create  a 
£45  million  fund  to  pay  for  hundreds

A  POLICE  community  officer 
was  arrested  after  Labour 
Party  activists  claimed  he  was  a 
member  of  the  British  National 
Party  and  had  been  using  the  police 
computer  to  check  on  anti-BNP 
campaigners. 

Andrew  Matthews,  who  works  out  of 
Morley  police  station  in  Leeds  and  is 
training  to  become  a  regular  officer, 
was  identified  by  opponents  coming  out 
of  a  BNP  election  meeting  in  Kirklees. 
His  arrest  took  place  despite  the  fact 
that  as  a  support  officer,  Mr  Matthews 
has  no  access  to  the  police  computer. 
Not  concerned  with  such  minor  detail, 
Labour  MP  for  Morley  and  Rothwell, 
Colin  Challen,  demanded  “a  very  firm 
response”  from  the  Chief  Constable 
of  West  Yorkshire  police. 

Meanwhile  there  was  no  firm  response 
from  Scotland  Yard  when  dealing 
with  an  allegation  of  a  rape  involving 
an  officer  from  an  ethnic  minority. 
Despite  an  inquiry  spanning  two 
years,  the  policeman  was  never  even 
interviewed  or  questioned  because  of 
fears  that  it  would  be  seen  as  “a  racist 
witch-hunt”. 

In  cases  of  rape  allegations  it  is 
normal  procedure  for  anyone  involved 
in  the  alleged  incident  to  be 
interviewed  under  caution  before  a 
decision  is  taken  on  whether  to  press 
charges.  In  this  instance,  however, 
the  Metropolitan  Police  were  said  to 
have  been  “walking  on  eggshells”  in

the  wake  of  the  Macpherson  Report, 
published  in  1999,  which  said  that 
the  force  was  “institutionally  racist”. 

■At  an  industrial  tribunal  in  June, 
Police  Commissioner,  Sir  Ian  Blair, 
faced  accusations  of  “politically 
correct  meddling”  in  a  disciplinary 
case  involving  white  officers.  He 
was  said  to  have  been  keen  to 
make  examples  of  the  officers,  who 
faced  charges  of  racist  behaviour, 
even  though  an  inquiry  had  already 
cleared  them. 


Anti-Semitism  and 
Muslim  extremists 

THE  desecration  of  eighty  seven 
graves  at  a  Jewish  cemetery  in 
West  Ham,  east  London  coincided 
with  a  warning  from  the  European 
Commission  against  Racism  and 
Intolerance  which  said  it  was 
“concerned  at  the  considerable 
and  steady  increase  of  anti-Semitic 
incidents  in  the  United  Kingdom.” 
The  report  by  the  European  human 
rights  watchdog  explained  that  these 
incidents  usually  mirror  tensions  in 
the  Middle  East  because  “an 
increasing  number  of  manifestations 
of  anti-Semitism  is  reportedly  coming 
from  Muslim  fundamentalist  groups. 
West  Ham  is  in  the  London  borough 
of  Newham  where  the  ethnic 
minorities  are  in  the  majority,  making 
up  70%  of  the  population. 


Human  sacrifice 

Young  African  boys  are 
being  smuggled  into  Britain  as 
intended  human  sacrifices  at  the 
behest  of  fundamentalist  sects. 

That  is  the  finding  of  a  Metropolitan 
Police  report  into  “faith  crimes” 
commissioned  after  the  death  of  eight- 
year-old  Victoria  Climbie,  who  was 
starved  to  death  by  relatives  who 
thought  she  was  possessed. 

Scotland  Yard  said  that  300  black 
boys  under  seven  years  of  age,  had 
vanished  from  London  schools. 

At  present  detectives  in  the  capital 
are  investigating  30  allegations  of 
children  being  abused  in  magic  rituals, 
but  John  Azar,  an  adviser  to  the 
Metropolitan  Police,  said  that  known 
cases  are  just  the  “tip  of  the  iceberg”. 
The  report  was  attacked  by  Dr  William 
Henry,  a  lecturer  in  sociology  at 
Goldsmith’s  College,  who  said  it  was 
racist  because  it  portrayed  Africans 
as  uncivilised  and  irrational. 


BNP  would 
have  won 
seats 
under  PR 


HE  BRITISH  National  Party 
would  have  won  seats  in 
parliament  if  May’s  General 
Election  had  been  held  under 
proportional  representation  (PR) 
according  to  a  study  by  experts  at 
the  London  School  of  Economics 
and  Oxford  University. 

They  found  that  PR  would  “make 
a  huge  difference  to  the  patterns  of 
political  representation  across  Britain”. 
The  research  to  be  published  in  the  book 
Britain  Votes  2005 ,  showed  Labour’s 
number  of  MPs  was  disproportionately 
high  given  their  share  of  the  vote.  It 
gained  only  35  per  cent  of  the  vote 
but  got  355  MPs  because  the  election 
was  held  under  first-the-past-the-post 
system  where  the  winner  takes  all. 

Had  the  election  been  held  using  the 
PR  system  of  Germany  and  New 
Zealand,  Labour  would  have  234 
MPs  (down  from  355)  and  the  Tories 
would  have  210  MPs  (up  from  197). 
The  Liberal  Democrats,  who  won 
62  seats,  would  have  145,  forcing 
Labour  into  a  coalition  pact. 

Under  the  system  recommended  in 
a  report  commissioned  by  Mr  Blair, 
Labour  would  have  had  to  strike  a 
coalition  deal.  It  would  have  299 
seats,  rather  than  355,  the  Tories 
would  have  had  the  same  result  of 
1 97,  and  the  Liberal  Democrats  would 
have  taken  107  seats  instead  of  62. 
All  three  PR  systems  simulated 
would  see  the  BNP  winning  seats. 
The  study’s  overall  finding  was  that 
“the  Conservatives  would  gain  little 
from  PR  and  Labour  would  lose  but 
the  Liberal  Democrats  and  smaller 
parties  would  make  big  gains.” 


European  Union  wants  to  ban  BNP 


THE  European  Union  wants  to  ban  the  British 
National  Party  because  too  many  British 
people  are  supporting  it  at  the  ballot  box. 

The  European  Commission  against  Racism  and 
Intolerance  (ECRI),  set  up  by  EU  heads  of  state  to 
investigate  racism  and  xenophobia,  has  reported 
that  it  is  worried  by  the  success  of  the  British 
National  Party  in  building  “considerable  local 
support  bases  in  certain  areas”. 

In  the  light  of  the  BNP  establishing  itself  as 
Britain’s  fourth  most  popular  political  party  at 
the  General  Election  and  polling  nearly  a  million 


votes  at  last  year’s  European  Elections,  the  ECRI 
has  urged  Downing  Street  to  “consider  outlawing 
the  British  National  Party.” 

BNP  chairman,  Nick  Griffin,  described  the  report 
from  Brussels  as  ‘a  classic’. 

“What  further  proof  can  there  be  of  the 
anti-democratic  nature  of  the  European  Union. 
When  voters  in  a  country  support  a  political  party 
that  is  opposed  to  the  EU,  they  want  it  banned. 

“In  this  federal  Europe  of  theirs,  there  would  be  no 
freedom  of  political  thought  and  no  democracy. 
The  EU  really  is  George  Orwell’s  1984."

denounced  the  use  of  “provocative, 
sensationalist  and  sometimes 
outright  racist  language”  in  the 
debate  on  asylum  and  immigration 
in  the  run-up  to  polling  day. 

The  Home  Secretary  said  the 
Government  would  launch  a  fresh 
drive  to  sell  the  benefits  of  economic 
migration  to  voters  in  an  effort  “to 
draw  the  poison  out  of  the  issue”. 
The  ECRI  report  said  that  Labour 
just  weren’t  doing  enough  to  build 
links  between  communities  or  to 
promote  racial  equality.  It  warned 
Downing  Street: 

“In  spite  of  initiatives  taken, 
members  of  ethnic  and  religious 
minority  groups  continue  to 
experience  racism  and  discrimi¬ 
nation.” 

The  EU  quango  also  complained 
about  the  negative  attitudes  to 
blacks  and  Asians  among  Britain’s 
policemen,  the  disproportionate 
number  of  non-white  prisoners  in 
Britain’s  jails,  and  the  prejudice 
and  discrimination  against  Muslims 
in  legislation  to  safeguard  Britain 
from  terrorist  attack. 

No  longer  taboo 

Exactly  how  Charles  Clarke  intends 
to  remove  immigration  and  asylum 
from  the  political  agenda  remains 
to  be  seen.

^HE  Labour  Government  has 
A  received  the  backing  of  big 
business  after  Margaret  Hodge, 
the  Work  and  Pensions  Minister, 
said  that  despite  the  recession  in 
Britain’s  manufacturing  industry, 
employment  was  still  being  created 
in  the  service  sector. 

In  an  interview  with  the  Wolver¬ 
hampton  newspaper  the  Express  & 
Star  about  employment  prospects  in 
the  West  Midlands,  she  referred  to 
the  proposed  creation  of  350  jobs  at  a 
new  Tesco  store  in  the  Yardley  area  of 
Birmingham  and  was  asked  whether 
skilled  Rover  workers  should  apply. 
She  said:  “Well,  they  will  work  all 


over  the  place  and  there  is  a  new 
brownfield  development  site  in  the 
West  Midlands  as  well.  I  am  saying 
that  some  of  the  jobs  are  in  Tesco  and 
they  will  meet  the  needs  of  some  of 
the  unemployed  and  people  looking 
for  work.” 

This  dispatching  of  Britain’s  skilled 
carmakers  to  stacking  supermarket 
shelves  not  surprisingly  received  the 
backing  of  big  business.  Sir  Digby 
Jones,  the  director  general  of  the 
Confederation  of  British  Industry, 
welcomed  flexibility  in  the  labour

market,  saying: 

“Just  because  you  were  making  cars 
yesterday  does  not  mean  that  you 
can  make  cars  tomorrow.” 

Both  Labour  and  big  business  are 
dedicated  to  the  global  market. 
Globalisation  means  that  all 
production  is  moved  to  Eastern 
Europe  and  the  Far  East  to  cash  in  on 
the  abundance  of  cheap,  sweatshop 
labour  available  there. 

The  only  role  a  British  workforce 
has  to  play  in  the  global  market 
is  that  of  servicing  a  burgeoning 
population,  and  even  here  British 
workers,  skilled  or  otherwise,  are 
being  replaced  by  migrant  workers 
flooding  into  the  country. 


ONE  HUNDRED  and  seventy 
five  years  of  a  proud  British 
shoemaking  tradition  ended  when 
Clarks  closed  their  last  significant 
factory  in  Britain. 

The  plant  at  Dowlish  Ford  in  Somerset 
has  discontinued  production  with  the 
loss  of  70  jobs.  The  reason  behind 
the  closure,  was  the  same  for  the 
shutdown  of  the  1 3  other  major  Clarks 
plants  in  Britain  over  the  last  few  years 
-  the  company  is  shifting  production 
to  the  Far  East. 

All  that  is  left  of  the  finest  ‘Made 
in  Britain’  tradition  that  shod  genera¬ 
tions  of  British  children,  is  one  small 
plant  at  Millom  in  Cumbria,  employing 
just  37  people  and  this  last  outpost 
isn’t  likely  to  last  much  longer. 

Clarks  have  made  shoes  in  Somerset 
since  James  and  Cyrus  Clark  founded 


the  shoemaking  firm  at  Street  in 
Somerset  ini 825.  But  not  any  more. 
A  Clarks  spokesman  was  blunt  about 
why  the  British  shoemakers  were 
shutting  down  production  in  Britain: 
“We  have  been  able  to  source  our 
shoes  cheaper  in  the  Far  East.” 

So  from  now  on  Clarks  shoes  will  not 
be  made  by  British  craftsmen  with 
expertise  handed  down  from  genera¬ 
tions  of  shoemaking  tradition.  Now 
this  famous  brand  name  will  be  made 
cheaply  in  China. 

This  Labour  Government  is  taking 
Britain  to  the  abyss  of  total  economic 
ruin,  chanting  the  mindless  mantra 
of  Free  Trade  and  letting  foreign 
imports  flood  into  the  country.

imported  goods  to  compensate  for 
the  lower  costs  of  sweatshop  labour. 

This  would  make  it  just  as  profitable  to 
go  on  making  British  goods,  in  British 
factories,  using  British  workers  who 
could  compete  fairly  in  our  market  on 
quality,  rather  than  unfairly  on  costs 
against  the  exploited  workforces  of 
the  Third  World. 


MANY  schools  outside  of  our 
inner  cities  are  facing  closure 
because  of  falling  pupil  numbers 
due  to  the  shrinking  birth  rate 
among  young  British  women.

“There  is  something  deeply  wrong 
about  this  notion  of  living  your  life 
for  its  own  sake.  You  could  have  one 
generation  without  children,  that  has 
a  wonderful  time,  going  out  to  restau¬ 
rants  and  holidays  in  France.  Then 
the  human  race  disappears. 

“This  is  something  whispered  behind 
closed  doors:  all  the  wrong  people 
are  having  children.  Women  who  are

well-educated,  with  money  -  you  are 
not  supposed  to  say  this  -  are  White, 
are  not  reproducing.  They  have  a  lot 
to  pass  on.  I  could  have  passed  on  a 
lot  and  now  I  won’t.” 

The  chilling  reality  of  this  lack  of 
reproduction  is  clinically  illustrated  in 
the  latest  birth-rate  figures  available, 
for  2003.  These  show  that  each 
woman  in  Britain  on  average  has  1 .66 
children  in  her  lifetime.  Well  below 
the  2.1  children  per  woman  required 
just  to  keep  up  our  numbers. 

The  global  average  is  2.65  children 
per  woman.  Almost  every  country  in 
Europe  is  below  this,  and  almost  all 
are  well  below  replacement  levels.  If 
this  goes  on  unchecked,  the  future 
face  of  western  Europe  will  change 
beyond  recognition. 


As  cheap  as  chips 

Ell-subsidised  imports  put  British 
potato  farmers  out  of  business 


FOREIGN  imports  are  now  even 
biting  into  the  most  basic  items 
of  daily  life. 

Cheap  imported  chips  -  the  kind 
you  eat  with  any  cod  that  has  not 
been  hoovered  up  by  Spanish  and 
Russian  factory  ships  -  are  driving 
British  potato  processing  firms  out 
of  business. 

In  a  typical  case,  Ballymoney  Foods 
in  Co.  Antrim  has  just  announced  it  is 
cutting  half  its  workforce  because  it 
is  being  undercut  in  local  markets  by 
cheap  chips  shipped  in  from  Belgium 
and  Holland.  The  company  needs 
to  sell  300  tons  of  chips  a  week, 
but  thanks  to  foreign  imports  are 
averaging  under  200  tons. 


This  British  chip  maker  being  driven 
to  the  wall  is  owned  by  a  consortium 
of  60  Ulster  potato  farmers,  who 
bought  it  and  saved  it  from  closure 
in  March  2004  when  previous 
agri-business  owners,  Glenfarm 
Holdings,  wanted  to  shut  it  down. 

So  not  even  the  Northern  Irish  potato 
industry  is  safe  from  the  scourge  of 
cheap  imports.  But  the  Dutch  and 
Belgians  whose  EU-subsidised  chips 
are  ruining  our  farmers  and  processors 
won’t  be  gloating  for  long. 

Even  cheaper  Chinese  chips  will 
shortly  be  flooding  onto  the  plates 
of  all  of  Europe,  undercutting  those 
who  have  just  put  British  farmers  and 
food-processors  out  of  business.

of  new  debt  advisers. 

The  money  will  go  to  organisations 
like  the  Citizens  Advice  Bureau  which 
already  has  1,025  debt  advisers  who 
had  to  cope  with  1.1  million  debt 
inquiries  last  year,  one  of  the  biggest 
single  problems  that  prompts  people 
to  visit  its  offices. 

The  debt  charity,  Consumer  Credit 
Counselling  Service,  reported  that 
25,000  people  rang  its  helpline  for 
advice  last  month,  almost  double  the 
number  who  had  called  in  May  the 
previous  year. 

The  fuse  that  will  ignite  the  credit 
card  time  bomb  will  be  the  end  of 
the  0%  balance  transfer  when  credit 
card  debts  can  no  longer  be  shifted 
from  card  to  card  to  get  a  zero  interest 
payment.  When  that  interest  rate  soars 
from  0%  to  21%  overnight,  lives 


being  lived  on  credit  card  debt  will 
get  that  long-awaited  reality  check. 
Tony  Blair  and  Labour  have  survived 
because  Dad  can  still  go  to  his 
football,  Mum  can  still  go  shopping 
and  the  children  can  still  have  the 
latest  PS2  games.  There’s  still  the 
summer  holiday  to  look  forward  to 
and  Sky  Television  to  come  back  to. 
When  all  this  ends  it  will  be  Labour’s 
time  of  reckoning.  When  the  cards 
have  been  stopped  and  repayment 
for  the  outstanding  debt  being  taken 
directly  from  the  wage  packet,  then 
people’s  minds  will  start  focusing  on 
what  has  happened  to  our  country 
since  Labour  came  to  power. 

Only  then  will  politics  in  Britain 
become  meaningful  again  and  will 
the  public  really  take  on  board 
what  the  different  political  parties 
are  campaigning  for.

All  the  while  tens  of  thousands  of 
houses  across  the  North  and  Midlands 
lie  empty  and  instead  of  renovating 
these,  John  Prescott  intends  to 
bulldoze  them  to  the  ground  because 
he  says  no  one  wants  to  live  in 
them.  They  said  that  back  in  1999 
about  houses  in  the  Benwell  area  of 
Newcastle  when  the  city  council  were 
selling  them  off  for  just  £1.  Now  the 
properties  are  proving  popular  and 
selling  for  £50,000. 

The  buoyant  property  values  clearly 
indicate  that  there  is  a  need  for  new 
homes,  but  the  priority  should  be  the 
renovation  of  existing  property  already 


within  a  community  not  building  new 
towns  on  Green  Belt  land. 

Britain’s  roads  are  over  congested, 
but  the  answer  isn’t  to  build  new 
roads  which  in  turn  will  become 
just  as  congested.

OR  THIRTY  FOUR  years  the 
Concorde  was  the  fastest 
passenger  aeroplane  in  the  sky. 

It  was  designed  and  built  before  we 
joined  the  Common  Market  by  the 
independent  planemakers  of  two  then 
free  and  sovereign  nations,  Britain 
and  France,  and  was  the  envy  of  the 
superpowers.  If  you  wanted  to  fly 
faster  than  sound,  you  bought  a  ticket 
from  British  Airways  and  Air  France, 
not  Pan  American  or  Aeroflot. 

In  the  end,  it  was  not  any  foreign 
rival  that  did  for  Concorde  two 
years  ago,  but  the  creeping  Brussels- 
style  bureaucracy  of  Airbus  Industrie, 
the  Euro-conglomerate  that  had 
swallowed  up  the  national  aircraft 
firms  who  created  the  superplane. 
Now  a  bigger,  faster,  longer-range 
Mark  2  Concorde  is  to  fly  again,  but 
sadly  British  engineers  and  aircraft 
makers  will  have  no  part  in  designing 
or  building  her.  Spurning  the  largely 
foreign  owned  rump  of  the  once 
mighty  British  aircraft  industry,  and 


wary  of  the  pennypinching  Whitehall 
indifference  to  backing  British 
brainpower,  the  French  have  turned 
to  a  new  partner  -  Japan. 

At  the  Paris  Air  Show  in  June, 
French  and  Japanese  Government 
ministers  proudly  stood  side  by  side 
to  announce  their  joint  programme  to 
regain  the  championship  of  the  skies. 
Over  the  next  three  years,  more  than 
£1  billion  a  year  is  to  be  ploughed  by 
both  countries  into  researching  and 
designing  a  new  super-Concorde. 

The  project  will  build  on  the  strengths 
of  Concorde,  whilst  learning  from 
its  weaknesses.  British  engineers  will 
thus  have  laid  the  foundations  for  the 
passenger  plane  that  will  fly  furthest 
and  fastest  in  history.  But  they,  and 
our  skilled  aircraft  builders,  will  be 
left  on  the  sidelines  this  time  as  the 
new  technology,  and  the  glory,  will 
pass  us  by  because  this  Governments 
run  by  mean-minded  beancounters 
rather  than  leaders  of  vision. 

When  the  French  were  spumed  by 
their  old  British  partners  for  the 


chance  of  creating  a  second  supersonic 
worldbeater,  the  French  Government 
sought  a  nation  that  has  not  surren¬ 
dered  its  sovereignty  to  multi-national 
EU-style  conglomerates.  Japan  still 
backs  its  own  industries,  protecting 
them  from  being  undermined  by 
cheap  foreign  imports  and  giving  state 
backing  to  their  ideas  and  inventions, 
ensuring  goods  in  Japanese  shops 
are  made  by  the  Japanese  people  in 
Japanese  factories. 

There  are  no  countries  like  that  left  in 
Europe  or  North  America  now.  So  as 
the  sun  sets  on  the  lands  of  the  West, 
the  last  in  those  lands  who  still  dream 
of  sky-spanning  glory  turned  to  the 
Rising  Sun  of  the  East. 

The  Japanese  and  French  flags  will 
now  adorn  the  wings  of  the  son  of  a 
once-magnificent  British  dream  as  it 
soars  five  times  faster  than  the  speed 
of  sound  to  the  edge  of  Space.  A 
depressing  confirmation  to  all  those 
far  below  in  Britain  that  we  can  no 
longer  compete  in  this  particular  field 
of  technological  expertise

THE  Labour  Party  fought  the 
Goresbrook  by-election  for 
Dagenham  and  Barking  Council  as 
though  its  parliamentary  majority 
depended  on  it,  to  overcome  a 
spirited  BNP  campaign  and  take 
back  the  ward  it  lost  in  September 
of  last  year. 

BNP  candidate,  Lawrence  Rustem, 
knew  that  he  would  be  up  against  it 
when  it  was  announced  that  there  was 
an  all-party  consensus  to  defeat  the 
British  National  Party. 

The  Liberal  Democrats  and  the  Green 
Party  agreed  to  pull  out  of  the  contest 
to  give  Labour  a  clear  run  and  the 
Tories  and  UK  Independence  Party 
both  agreed  to  pour  resources  into 
Goresbrook  and  fight  high  profile 
campaigns  on  the  issues  of  asylum 
and  immigration. 

As  well  as  the  usual  election  leaflets 
from  the  political  parties  standing 
in  the  contest,  all  of  which  attacked 
the  BNP,  there  were  also  three  other 
leaflets  put  out  by  anti-BNP  groups. 
“Despite  this  obvious  manipulation  of 
the  election  process,  we  campaigned 
hard  and  were  rewarded  by  compre¬ 
hensively  beating  the  Tories  and 
UKIP,”  Lawrence  told  Freedom. 
“Next  May,  when  the  whole  country 
goes  to  the  polls,  the  Tories  and  UKIP 
will  be  concentrating  their  resources 
elsewhere  leaving  only  one  choice  for 
the  voters,  Labour  or  the  BNP.” 

Just  how  seriously  Labour  took  the 
campaign  was  clearly  illustrated  by 
MP  for  Barking,  Margaret  Hodge, 
relocating  her  office  from 
Westminster  to  Barking  and  the  Home 
Office  minister,  Hazel  Blears,  actually 
canvassing  in  the  final  week. 

London  Mayor,  Ken  Livingstone,  was 
given  space  to  attack  the  BNP  in 
the  Dagenham  Post  on  the  eve  of 
polling  day  warning  that  big  business 
would  shun  the  borough  if  the  BNP 
maintained  its  high  profile  in  the  area. 
Mr  Livingstone  said  that  the  Thames 
Gateway  vision  was  at  risk  if  the  BNP 
retained  their  seat.

think  it  is  a  friendly  welcoming  place. 
If  the  British  National  Party  get 
elected,  it  will  damage  that.” 

This  exploitation  of  the  local  media 
is  something  that  concerns  BNP 
London  Regional  Organiser,  Richard 
Bambrook,  who  was  the  parlia¬ 
mentary  candidate  in  Barking  at  the 
General  Election.

the  overall  result.  Our  vote  was  clearly 
affected  by  the  intensity  of  both  the 
Tory  and  UKIP  campaigns  and  some 
votes  were  obviously  lost  to  this.

THE  country’s  leading  race 
relations  campaigner  has  called 
for  even  more  positive  discrimi¬ 
nation  in  Britain’s  schools  to  help 
children  from  ethnic  minority 
backgrounds. 

Trevor  Phillips,  the  chairman  of  the 
Commission  for  Racial  Equality,  now 
wants  boys  from  an  Afro-Caribbean 
background  to  be  taught  separately 
from  the  rest  of  the  class  to  help 
improve  their  grades. 

The  CRE  boss  said  it  wasn’t  enough 
for  do-gooders  to  bleat  about  class 
barriers  and  white  teachers.  He  said 
“new  solutions”  were  required: 

“The  hand-wringing  of  liberals  feels 
increasingly  irrelevant  in  the  face 
of  the  accumulating  inequalities  that 
are  slowly  detaching  the  African- 
Caribbean  community  from  the  rest 
of  society.” 

On  top  of  the  increasing  demand  for 
English  to  be  only  taught  as  a  second 
language  in  schools  where  immigrants 
are  in  the  majority,  and  more  calls 
for  the  teaching  of  religions  other 
than  Christianity  in  class,  Britain’s 
education  budget  is  being  severely 
stretched.

A  SOCCER  tournament  to 
promote  racial  harmony  ended 
in  chaos  after  the  players  of  one  of 
just  two  white  teams  among  twenty 
taking  part,  left  the  field  after  facing 
a  barrage  of  racial  abuse. 

The  tournament  had  been  organised 
by  Bury’s  Asian  Development 
Association  in  partnership  with  Bury 
Sports  Development  as  a  way  of 
bringing  the  community  together. 

But  the  manager  of  Forever  Bury 
Football  Club  said  there  had  been  a 
threatening  atmosphere  both  on  and 
off  the  pitch. 

“My  players  were  called  white 
bastards,  and  much  worse.  I  was  quite 
worried  for  their  safety.” 

Neil  Long,  Bury  Council’s  Head 
of  Customer  services,  dismissed  the 
‘racism’  claims  as  nothing  more 
than  “rowdy  football  banter  between 
spectators”. 

He  said:  “It  is  unfortunate  that  there 
was  a  perception  of  racial  tension.” 
It’s  questionable  as  to  whether  he 
would  have  had  such  a  relaxed 
attitude  had  it  been  the  Asian  players 
being  abused.

Discrimination  is 
OK-as  long  as  it’s 
against  the  elderly

HE  GOVERNMENT  took 
hypocrisy  to  the  limits  with 
its  pronouncement  in  April  that 
blatant  discrimination  against  the 
elderly  is  an  ‘appropriate’  means 
of  achieving  cost  effectiveness 
within  health  care. 

This  dismissal  of  the  rights  of 
the  most  vulnerable  section  of  our 
society  to  access  medical  treatment 
comes  just  a  month  after  the 
unveiling  of  the  Department  of 
Health’s  Delivering  Race  Equality 
strategy  designed  to  eradicate  any 
trace  of  discrimination  within  the 
National  Health  Service. 

The  consultation  document  stating 
that,  in  terms  of  ‘rationing’  medical 
treatments  offered  on  the  NHS, 
‘discrimination  on  the  grounds  of 
age  is  appropriate’  was  issued  by 
the  National  Institute  for  Clinical 
Excellence  (NICE),  one  of  the  many 
Government-appointed  quangos  now 
tying  up  essential  public  sector 
services  in  bureaucratic  knots. 

This  latest  NICE  pronouncement 
follows  another  recently  published 
guideline  declaring  that  anti-dementia 
drugs,  despite  offering  a  treatment  of 


proven  effectiveness  for  thousands 
of  elderly  people  and  costing  just 
£2.50  per  day,  were  too  expensive  to 
be  offered  on  the  NHS. 

While  the  Department  of  Health  (DH) 
encourages  discrimination  against  the 
elderly,  other  forms  of  discrimination 
more  in  keeping  with  Labour’s  politi¬ 
cally  correct  regime  are  made  the 
subject  of  legal  sanction.  In  the  same 
document  which  gives  the  green  light 
for  NHS  Trusts  to  withhold  treatment 
from  the  over-65 s,  it  rules  that  there 
is,  in  contrast,  no  case  for  discrim¬ 
ination  on  the  grounds  of  lifestyle, 
sexuality  or  race. 

Indeed,  the  right  of  black  and  minority 
ethnic  groups  to  be  protected  from 
both  deliberate  and  inadvertent 
discrimination  within  public  sector 
services  was  recently  enshrined  within 
Race  Relations  law. 

This  amendment  places  a  legal  duty 
on  public  authorities  to  promote 
equality  of  opportunity  in  terms 
of  race  and,  to  ensure  that  local 
authorities  deliver  on  this,  the  DH 
has  set  achievement  targets,  backed 
up  with  protected  NHS  funding.

sensitive’  initiatives,  such  as  the 
recruitment  of  500  community 
development  workers,  described  by  a 
DH  spokesperson  as  ‘a  new  kind  of 
healthcare  professional  on  the  ground 
to  support  black  and  minority  ethnic 
(BME)  communities  and  make  sure 
their  views  are  heard.’ 

Active  steps  will  also  be  taken  to 
recruit,  retain  and  promote  BME  staff 
so  that  any  requests  by  BME  patients 
to  be  treated  ‘in  a  more  ethnically 
mixed  environment’  {new speak  for 
a  preference  to  be  looked  after 
amongst  one ’s  own  people  with 
whom  a  common  language  and 
culture  is  shared)  can  be  met. 

So  while  the  views  of  some  sections 
of  our  society  are  amplified  and 
their  preferences  catered  for,  who 
now  speaks  for  the  elderly?  Dare 
any  one  of  this  new  group  of 
second  class  citizens  to  request  an 
ethnically  ‘standard’  environment 
and  wait  for  the  uproar! 

Preference  be  damned,  this  Labour 
Government  deems  that  the  very 
people  who  created  and  sustained 
the  National  Health  Service 
through  years  of  national  insurance 
contributions  are  no  longer 
automatically  entitled  to  even  the 
most  basic  of  medical  treatments.

Asians  only 
arthritis 
therapy 

A  HUDDERSFIELD  woman 
suffering  from  arthritis  was 
refused  therapy  because  she  wasn’t 
an  Asian. 

Jane  Woodage,  who  has  suffered 
from  arthritis  and  rheumatism  since 
1987,  applied  to  attend  hydrotherapy 
sessions  to  help  relieve  her  symptoms 
at  the  Trinity  Centre  in  Huddersfield, 
when  the  special  cut-price  courses 
were  advertised. 

But  she  was  told  that  non- Asians  were 
excluded  from  the  sessions  because 
of  lottery  funding  stipulations. 

A  spokeswoman  from  Kirklees  Social 
Services  explained  to  Jane: 

“The  funding  for  this  initiative 
comes  from  the  lottery’s  New 
Opportunities  Healthy  Living  Grant 
and  was  specifically  for  the  Asian 
community.” 


Lotto  says  No’ 
because  village 
is  too  white 


A  VILLAGE  in  Cheshire  has 
been  refused  lottery  funding 
for  a  community  centre  because  it 
has  too  many  white  people. 

Residents  of  Cuddington,  near 
Northwich,  wanted  the  centre  to 
replace  the  football  club’s  dilapi¬ 
dated  prefab  changing  rooms  and  the 
run-down  hut  used  by  the  youth  club, 
girl  guides  and  scouts. 

When  they  applied  for  help  from 
the  National  Lottery  they  met  all 
the  criteria  bar  one.  They  were 
refused  a  grant  because  there  was 
“not  sufficient  ethnic  community  mix 
in  the  village ”. 

The  reality  of  Britain  today  is  that 
British  people  in  places  like  Cuddington 
are  being  discriminated  against  simply 
because  they  are  white.

THE  mayor  of  Middlesborough, 
Ray  Mallon,  wants  Teesside 
council  taxpayers  to  fund  outings  to 
the  seaside  for  Muslim  pensioners.

CALL  centre  staff  in  Preston 
in  Lancashire  have  been  sent 
to  Bangalore  in  India  to  train  the 
people  who  will  be  taking  over 
their  jobs. 

Fifty  workers  at  British  Telecom’s 
Telephone  House  in  the  town  have 
been  made  redundant  but  nine  of 
them  have  been  told  they  can  extend 
their  contracts  by  going  to  India  and 
training  their  replacements. 


BANGALORE:  Has  workers  able  to 
live  on  less  than  one-seventh  of  the 
average  British  call-centre  wage. 


Three  years  ago  the  BT  headquarters 
in  Walker  Street  had  500  employees 
but  now  that  is  down  to  90  because 
all  the  jobs  in  sales,  billing,  customer 
relations  and  technical  support  have 
been  exported  to  India. 

Beverley  Jones,  the  British  National 
Party’ s  North  West  regional  organiser 
said  that  the  exporting  of  Preston 
jobs  to  India  was  a  scandal. 

“In  another  12  months  there  won’t 
be  any  BT  jobs  left  at  Telephone 
House.  BT  have  just  opened  their 
second  call-centre  in  India  where  they 
are  paying  their  workers  £2,000  a 
year,  when  in  Preston,  staff  were  on 
£15,000. 

“The  CWU  should  be  calling  for  an 
immediate  strike  to  protect  British 
jobs,  but  all  they  can  do  is  wring 
their  hands  and  bleat  pathetically  that 
there’s  nothing  they  can  do  about  it.” 


BRITISH  workers  at  the 
Kerrygold  factory  in  Leek  in 
Staffordshire  are  concerned  over 
the  increasing  use  of  cheap  migrant 
labour  by  the  company. 

But  the  Brits  are  wary  of  taking  their 
worries  to  the  management  for  fear 
of  being  branded  racist. 

One  worker  was  put  on  report  for 
refusing  to  work  with  an  Iraqi  asylum 
seeker.  She  told  management  that 
it  was  nothing  to  do  with  racial 
prejudice  but  that  he  wasn’t  following 
health  and  safety  guidelines  which 
was  putting  her  in  serious  danger. 

At  first  the  management  said  they 
would  re-train  the  man,  but  then 
back-tracked  after  an  approach  by 
a  race  relations  adviser.  They  then 
decided  that  the  complaint  from  the 
lady  concerned  was  racially  motivated 
and  issued  her  with  a  warning.

GLOBAL  INVESTORS:  Charlie  Munger  and  Warren  Buffett  are  now  echoing 
warnings  consistently  raised  by  the  British  National  Party.

ARREN  BUFFETT  is 
generally  regarded  as  the 
World’s  most  successful  investor. 
Since  1965,  he  and  his  deputy, 
Charlie  Munger,  have  built  their 
Berkshire  Hathaway  investment 
empire  into  the  king  of  the  global 
Stock  Market  sharks,  returning 
investors  a  world-beating  average 
of  26%  a  year  on  their  money. 

So  with  the  Buffett-Munger  empire 
currently  owning  8%  of  Coca-Cola, 
12.1%  of  American  Express  and 
18.1%  of  the  Washington  Post,  as 
well  as  Fruit  of  the  Loom  clothing, 
Acme  building  products  and  insurers 
General  Re  and  Geico,  you  would 
have  expected  the  Berkshire  Hathaway 
annual  shareholders  meeting  on  April 
30th  in  Omaha,  Nebraska  to  be  a 
celebration  of  global  capitalism. 

But  you  would  have  been  wrong,  for 
both  Buffett  and  Munger  used  the 
occasion  to  warn  that  the  international 
capitalism  system  is  in  very  serious 
trouble  and  it  may  well  bring  Western 
Civilization  down  with  it. 

The  World’s  two  top  Stock  Market 
investors  are  echoing  the  warnings 
that  the  British  National  Party  have 
been  issuing  for  years  of  a  decadent 
West,  rendered  blind  by  greed  and 
helpless  by  globalisation  in  the  face

of  the  economic  growth  of  China 
and  the  Far  East. 

Warren  Buffett  warned  that  the  West 
was  keeping  itself  going  only  by 
selling  off  the  family  silverware  to 
the  likes  of  the  Chinese. 

“We  are  consuming  more  than  we 
bring  in.  So  we  sell  off  a  piece  of  the 
farm.  We  trade  away  a  bit  of  the  farm 
every  day  and  the  rest  of  the  world  is 
happy  to  buy  it.  That  can  go  on  for 
a  long  time  but  our  children  will  be 
paying  for  it  one  way  or  another”. 
Charlie  Munger  was  much  blunter: 
“It’s  quite  conceivable  that  China 
will  end  up  being  the  most  important 
nation  in  the  world”,  he  warned, 
contrasting  Chinese  hard  work, 
discipline  and  patriotism  with  the 
“lazy  and  decadent”  West. 

Both  men  warned  that  the  speed  with 
which  money  can  now  be  moved 
electronically  around  the  world  by 
what  Munger  called  “the  electronic 
herd”  of  hedge-fund  managers,  a  key 
part  of  globalisation,  was  a  disaster 
waiting  to  happen,  since  any  financial 
crisis,  real  or  perceived,  could  spiral 
very  rapidly  out  of  control. 

Buffett  and  Munger  aren’t  the  only  top 
capitalists  worried.  William  Lewis, 
Business  Editor  of  the  Sunday  Times , 
in  his  column  on  May  8th,  warned: 
“The  reason  why  British  and  American 
business  has  long-term  worries  is 


China.  That’s  where  cars,  telecoms 
equipment  and  almost  everything  else 
is  going  to  be  made,  and  it’s  rightly 
scaring  business  here.” 

The  top  financial  journalist  also 
revealed  that  “the  billionaire  owner 
of  one  of  Britain’s  biggest  consumer 
groups  tells  me  he  is  so  concerned 
that  he  has  cashed  in  all  his  equity 
and  property  investments.  ‘The  party 
is  over,  reality  is  coming,’  he  says”. 
Charlie  Munger,  8 1 ,  and  for  decades 
the  deputy  head  of  the  World’s  most 
successful  stock  market  investment 
group,  left  his  audience  in  Nebraska 
with  these  chilling  words:  The  past 
60  years  have  been  the  best  years  for 
Western  Civilization.  My  generation 
has  been  very  favoured.  I  find  it  quite 
unlikely  that  the  next  60  years  will  be 
so  favourable”. 

The  British  National  Party  is  the  only 
political  party  to  have  consistently 
warned  that  the  economic  system 
of  Capitalism,  International  Finance, 
Globalisation  and  Money  Power  is 
heading  for  a  colossal  collapse. 

It  is  a  collapse  which  could  bring 
down  with  it  Western  Civilization 
and  the  peoples  who  built  it,  unless 
the  countries  of  the  West  abandon 
the  global  economy  and  return 
to  an  economic  policy  where  self- 
sufficiency  and  national  interests 
are  put  before  profits. 


Bangladeshi  restaurant 
bosses  based  in  Britain  have 
warned  the  Government  about  a 
shortage  of  catering  staff. 

They  claim  that  restaurants  will 
start  to  close  unless  more  workers 
are  brought  into  the  country  from 
Bangladesh. 

Kazi  Ashadur  Rahman  from  the 
Bangladesh  Caterers’  Association 
said  that  Bangladeshis  already  living 
in  Britain  didn’t  want  to  work  in 
the  catering  trade.  He  called  for 
increased  immigration  quotas  from 
Bangladesh  to  be  sanctioned  by  the 
Government  in  order  to  allow  in 
more  migrant  workers  prepared  to 
work  in  their  restaurants. 


Migrant  labour 
used  to  undercut 
shipyard  workers 

STRUGGLING  Hebburn  shipyard 
&  P  Tyne  has  won  three  short¬ 
term  contracts  from  Norway  to  keep 
its  workforce  busy  for  at  least  another 
six  weeks. 

But  few  Tyneside  shipworkers  will  be 
celebrating  the  news  as  the  company 
is  using  contract  labour  on  site,  many 
of  whom  are  migrant  workers  from 
Poland  brought  in  to  undercut  the 
local  workforce. 

“It’s  a  sorry  state  of  affairs,”  one  A  &  P 
employee  emailed  Freedom: 
“Seventy-two  workers  were  laid  off 
when  the  company  mothballed  its 
Wallsend  yard  last  year,  but  instead 
of  signing  them  up  the  company  is 
using  cheap  imported  Polish  labour. 
“What  makes  this  even  more 
unpalatable  is  that  it  is  Polish 
shipyards  undercutting  British 
shipyards  for  defence  contracts  and 
that  has  helped  destroy  Britain’s 
shipbuilding  industry.”

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WHEN  THE  first  grey 
squirrels  were  brought  to 
Britain  from  America  in  1876 
to  provide  a  tourist  attraction 
for  Cheshire’s  parks  and  country 
houses,  no  one  could  have 
envisaged  the  destruction  they 
would  cause. 

The  new  arrival  was  much  larger 
(average  weight  550  grams),  stronger 
and  more  adaptable  than  our  native 
red  squirrel  (average  weight  300 
grams)  and  in  just  a  matter  of  years 
was  starting  to  take  over  its  habitat. 
But  this  wasn’t  achieved  by  direct 
confrontation  with  the  red  squirrel 
but  through  a  virus,  parapox,  which  it 
brought  to  Britain.  While  the  disease 
didn’t  harm  the  carrier,  parapox 
in  red  squirrels  caused  skin  ulcers, 
lesions  and  scabs  with  swelling  and 
discharge  around  the  eyes,  mouth  and 
feet.  The  animals  became  unable  to 
move  and  get  food  and  died  within 
just  15  days  of  coming  into  contact 
with  the  virus. 

Over  a  century  of  relentless 
expansion  now  sees  the  grey  squirrel 
numbers  at  2  million  while  the  red 
squirrel  is  down  to  just  30,000, 
surviving  only  in  parts  of  Scotland, 
Cumbria,  Northumberland  and  the 
Isle  of  Wight.  Most  experts  give  the 
red  only  another  10  years  before  it  is 
completely  wiped  out  from  the  UK. 
Pushing  the  red  squirrel  towards 
extinction  in  the  UK  is  not  the 
only  reason  why  this  tree  rat 
from  the  United  States  needs  to 


be  eclipsed  from  Britain. 

•Grey  squirrels  also  attack  Britain’s 
bird  population  by  destroying  nests 
and  eating  the  eggs  and  the  young 
chicks. 

•Grey  squirrels  are  extremely 
destructive  in  woodlands,  stripping

conservation  and  threatens  our 
timber  industry.

bark  from  the  main  stem  and 
branches  of  trees.  The  impact  of 
grey  squirrels  on  our  woodland 
is  a  threat  to  future  conservation, 
bio-diversity  and  sustainability. 
•Grey  squirrels  are  harming  Britain’s 
timber  industry  because  they  target 
trees  such  as  beech,  oak  and  pine. 
Their  bark  stripping  reduces  timber 
quality  through  staining  (due  to  fungal 
infection)  and  structural  defects  which 
ultimately  reduces  timber  value  and 
yield.  Weakened  stems  may  break 
and  trees  that  are  ring-barked  will  die 
from  that  point  up. 

The  public  must  be  educated  as  to 
the  threat  posed  by  this  American 
tree  rat  so  that  they  will  support 
the  call  for  a  nationwide  cull  in 
order  to  protect  an  essential  part  of 
Britain’s  heritage.

THE  writer,  Henry  Williamson 
(1895-1977),  who  had  over  50 
books  published,  was  a  soldier,  a 
farmer,  a  visionary  and  above  all  a 
nationalist. 

He  is  best  known  for  his  unsenti¬ 
mental  and  enthralling  tales  of  our 
countryside  epitomised  in  Tarka  the 
Otter  and  Salar  the  Salmon ,  so 
it  is  often  overlooked  that  Henry 
Williamson  also  wrote  books  like 
The  Wet  Flanders  Plain  and  The 
Patriot’s  Progress,  which  recounted 
his  experiences  in  the  trenches 
during  the  Great  War. 

He  also  recorded  a  social  history 
of  Great  Britain  in  his  The  Village 
Books ,  The  Flax  of  Dream  and  the 
15  volumes  of  his  finest  work  A 
Chronicle  of  Ancient  Sunlight. 
Initially,  he  was  a  regular  broadcaster 
on  the  BBC  with  his  Green  Fields 
and  Pavements  talks,  including  The 
Hopeful  Traveller ,  attracting  huge 
audiences  who  enjoyed  listening 


to  his  passionate  campaigning  for 
Britain’s  ‘land  and  people’.  But 
gradually  he  was  sidelined  as  his 
call  for  national  self-sufficiency  and 
warnings  of  the  destructive  nature  of 
globalisation  became  out  of  step  with 
the  liberal  left’s  growing  influence 
during  the  1960s. 

In  later  life,  Henry  Williamson 
became  disenchanted  with  politics  as 
there  was  no  political  party  in  Britain 
with  which  he  could  feel  comfortable. 
I  would  like  to  believe  that  he  might 
have  felt  at  home  with  the  British 
National  Party. 

The  media  and  chattering  classes  like 
to  portray  the  BNP  as  a  negative 
force,  yet  the  General  Election  clearly 
showed  that  it  was  the  other  three 
parties  which  campaigned  by  playing 
on  people’s  fears. 

We  must  show  ourselves  as  a  positive 
and  realistic  alternative  to  the 
stagnant  global-dictated  political 
parties  of  today,  and  the  writings 
of  Henry  Williamson  have  an 


important  role  to  play  in  educating 
the  public  as  to  the  true  philosophy 
of  the  British  National  Party.

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THERE  were  two  reports  in  my  local  paper  last  week  which 
paint  a  sorry  picture  of  the  state  of  our  Christian  religion  in 
this  country  today.  The  contempt  in  which  the  establishment 
holds  Christianity  is  now  permeating  through  our  society. 

A  local  Unitarian  Church  is  being  repeatedly  targeted  by  vandals. 
They  have  set  it  on  fire,  dumped  rubbish  in  the  porch,  broken  the 
stained  glass  windows  with  stones  and  used  the  graveyard  as  a 
drinking  den.  There  is  very  little  that  the  Church  can  do  against  this 
onslaught  because  it  is  not  possible  to  secure  its  boundaries. 

One  of  Medway’s  most  beautiful  old  churches  faces  closure  because 
the  roof  on  the  Grade  1  listed  building,  which  dates  from  the  13th 
century,  needs  to  be  replaced  and  unless  £1  million  can  be  found  to 
replace  it,  the  church  will  have  to  hold  its  services  elsewhere. 

The  congregation  numbers  approximately  300  members  and  as  the 
vicar  surveyed  his  flock  of  mainly  pensioners  and  those  with  young 
families  he  must  have  realised  with  a  sinking  heart  that  it  would 
certainly  need  more  than  prayers  to  fulfil  any  hopes  of  reaching  this 
target.  One  pensioner  did  come  forward  with  a  cheque  for  £25. 

But  it  seems  that  the  problems  faced  by  our  Christian  faith  are  way 
down  this  Government’s  list  of  priorities. 

The  increasing  demands  of  Britain’s  Islamic  community  for  more 
mosques  to  house  its  burgeoning  ranks  of  worshippers  have  been 
well  documented  within  these  pages  and  the  Government’s  enthusi¬ 
astic  to  meet  these  demands  leaves  one  to  ponder  if  other  religions 
continue  to  expand  at  such  a  rate  will  this  over-crowded  island  of 
ours  be  able  to  accommodate  them. 

Yet  all  the  while  our  own  religious  buildings  continue  to  be 
treated  with  disrespect  and  allowed  to  fall  into  disrepair.  It 
appears  that  only  the  British  National  Party  is  prepared  to  speak 
out  and  call  for  Christianity,  our  faith,  to  be  given  the  priority  of 
place  in  our  society  that  it  rightly  deserves.

JUDGE  Richard  Mawrey’s  damning  report  on  the  postal 
vote  debacle  in  Birmingham  only  confirms  what  many  have 
long  suspected  -  that  the  voting  system  in  this  country  is 
neither  free  nor  fair.

The  Whitwick  Colliery  Disaster 

When  Charlie 
Clamp  went  back 
for  his  colleagues 


IN  THE  early  hours  of  Tuesday 
morning,  April  19th  1898,  there 
were  42  men  working  down  Shaft 
No.  5  at  the  Whitwick  Colliery. 

No.  5  was  a  dry  and  dusty  pit,  shored 
up  by  plenty  of  timber  along  the  sides 
of  the  main  intake  road  which  ran  for 
a  mile  at  a  depth  of  750  feet  to  the 
main  coal  seam.  Deputy  Joseph  Limb 
discovered  the  fire  while  making  his 
rounds,  raised  the  alarm  and  managed 
to  escape  along  with  seven  others 
through  the  return  airway  but  34  men 
were  trapped  behind  the  fire. 
Hundreds  of  people  gathered  above 
the  mine  as  the  news  spread  about  the 
incident  and  many  rescue  attempts 
were  made.  But  the  miners  were 
trapped  and  could  not  be  reached. 
Miner  Charles  Clamp,  volunteered  to 
return  to  the  fumes  and  smoke  to  try 
to  lead  his  fellow  colliers  to  safety 
but  he  too  was  to  perish  bringing  the 
death  toll  to  35. 

Amongst  the  victims  was  13  year-old 
Albert  Gee  who  had  worked  in  the 
pit  as  a  pony  driver,  his  little  body 
was  found  alongside  his  pony.  The 
remains  of  another  eight  close  friends 
who  were  devout  Christians  and  often 
prayed  together,  were  found  huddled 
together  in  a  ring,  with  their  arms 
around  each  other’s  necks.  The  oldest 
miner  to  lose  his  life  was  63  year-old 
William  Bradshaw  whose  body  was 
never  found. 


CHARLES  CLAMP:  He  died  after 
returning  to  the  fumes  and  smoke 
to  try  to  save  his  fellow  colliers. 


An  official  verdict  was  passed 
declaring  that  the  men  who  had 
died,  or  were  still  missing  presumed 
dead,  had  died  of  carbon  monoxide 
poisoning  from  a  fire  in  number  five 
pit  which  had  begun  in  faulty  strata. 
All  access  roads  to  the  workings  were 
then  sealed  cutting  off  air  to  the  fire. 
A  plaque  was  erected  in  Christ 
Church,  Coalville,  to  the  memory  of 
the  35  men  who  had  died  in  the 
disaster.  It  also  makes  note  that  the 
men  left  behind  27  widows  and  84 
children  under  the  age  of  13. 


Whitwick 

Colliery 

WHEN  the  Whitwick  Colliery 
opened  in  1824  it  attracted 
many  people  to  the  area,  laying 
the  foundations  for  the  growth 
of  the  new  town  of  Coalville  on 
the  eastern  edge  of  North  West 
Leicestershire. 

The  community  of  pitmen  and 
their  families  had  very  strong 
Christian  beliefs  and  formed  a 
tight  community  in  Whitwick 
and  the  surrounding  area. 
Despite  the  gruelling  work, 
frequent  pit  tragedies,  the 
General  Strike  and  two  World 
Wars,  Whitwick  prospered. 
Miners  worked  and  played  hard 
enjoying  pigeon  breeding, 
greyhound  racing,  gambling 
and  singing  in  the  Whitwick 
Male  Voice  Choir,  whose  lead 
tenor  was  tragically  killed  down 
the  mine. 


Whitwick  Colliery  lasted  for 
over  100  years  before  finally 
closing  in  July  1986.

The  truth  is  that  this  misquoted  verse  doesn’t  tell  Muslims  not  to  kill, 
but  openly  allows  -  even  commands  -  them  to  kill,  for  two  separate 
reasons  which  between  them  offer  plenty  of  scope  for  those  who 
want  to  ‘justify’  murder: 

First,  “in  retaliation  for  a  soul”.  Put  yourself  for  one  moment  in 
the  shoes  of  a  Muslim  who  regards  (as  vast  numbers  of  them  do) 
Blair’s  illegal  invasion  of  Iraq,  and  the  mass  slaughter  of  civilians 
that  has  gone  with  it,  as  murder.  Straight  away,  blowing  up  the 
Number  30  bus  is  ‘justified’  according  to  the  very  verse  that  the 
politicians  and  media  use  to  try  to  prove  that  the  London  Massacre 
was  “unlslamic.” 

Second,  “or  corruption  in  the  land”.  Again,  it  is  clear  to  anyone  with 
any  knowledge  of  Islam  that  all  sorts  of  things  that  go  on  in  Britain 
can  be  regarded  by  mainstream  Muslims  as  “corruption  in  the  land.” 
Banks  lending  money  at  interest  (bang,  there  goes  the  NatWest 
tower)]  homosexuality  (bang,  there  goes  Scotland  Yard,  thanks  to
